I knew 
Ray for over 20 years. I first met Ray on a business trip to Lynchburg - I collected world trade dollars and had a 
copy of John Willems book - US Trade Dollars. Ray was mentioned in the Introduction so I gave him a call and 
had the opportunity to spend some time with him on subsequent visits to Lynchburg. Within two years I was 
transferred to Lynchburg and lived there for 10 years before transferring back to the Chicago area. During this 
period Ray and I were able to spend quite a bit of time together - he was a wealth of information.

But the ones I really need are samples 
of the early Pre-Civil War notes (1812-1861), for example, a color copy of the obverse of one of the 1815 Treasury 
notes: the obverse of one of the 1842 notes; and the obverse of one of the 1861 notes. Is this possible or can you 
tell me where I might get such samples? Your name was listed in the copy of The Standard Catalog of US Paper 
Money that I have as having supplied the copies that are shown in the catalog (black & white).
